regulations further to amend the Corporation Bank Officer 
Employees’ (Discipline & Appeal) Regulations, 1982. 

2. Ultort title and commencement 

(1) These regulations may be called the Corporation 
Bank Officer Employees’ (Discipline & Appeal) 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1988. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

3. Regulation 11 shall be substituted by the following: 
“SPECIAL PROCEDURE IN CERTAIN CASES 

Notwithstanding anything contained in Regulation 6 or Re¬ 
gulation 7 or Regulation 8 the Disciplinary Authority may 
impose any of the penalties specified in Regulation 4 if the 
Officer employee has been convicted on a criminal charge, 
or on the strength of facts or conclusions arrived at by a 
judicial trial. 

Provided that the Officer employees may be given an op¬ 
portunity of making representation on the penalty proposed 
to be imposed before any order is made."
